US Senate panel backs tougher 
gun background checks 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US Senate panel voted along 
party lines yesterday to approve a Democratic bill requir¬ 
ing universal background checks for firearm sales, but 
passage through the full Congress will be more problem¬ 
atic. The Senate Judiciary Committee voted 10-8 for the 
bill, which would close a loophole that allows unchecked 
sales at gun shows and on the Internet. If passed, the 
measure - seen as a key element of President Barack 
Obama's push to reduce weapons violence - would re¬ 
sult in the most substantial change to US gun legislati 
on in a generation. The White House hailed the back¬ 
ground checks bill and a related school safety bill as "im¬ 
portant measures that will help save lives." 


Aruba expected to acquire 4 electric 
community busses 




One of the important meetings 
held recently in Holland by 
Minister Obuber, is a meeting 
with three companies repre¬ 
senting electric busses. The in¬ 
tention of the Aruba go¬ 
vernment is to purchase 4 elec¬ 
tric busses to service our com¬ 
munity. This electric bus 
project is within the context of 
the government's vision of a 
Green Aruba. The three compa¬ 
nies who made a presentation 
in Holland are: E-Traction, E- 
Bosco and BYD. They each 
presented their product to the 
government and the Aruba del¬ 
egation that included Arubus 
executives and WEB. Follow¬ 
ing the very detailed presenta¬ 
tions of the different 
companies, E-Traction and E- 
Bosco invited the Aruba dele¬ 
gation along with some 
Parliamentarians for a test 
drive in the busses, during 
which they explained the tech¬ 
nology used in these E-Busses. 

The management and Board 
of Directors of Arubus also 


share this vision. They have 
formed an association with 
WEB and AIB to explore how 
they can acquire these electric 
busses. The agreement between 
Arubus, WEB and AIB will be 
beneficial to all parties. AIB 
will finance the busses while 
WEB will provide for the 
charging stations for the bus¬ 
ses. WEB will give Arubus a 
special tariff for the electricity. 


Arubus will re-charge the 
busses during WEB's low peak 
periods. In this manner WEB's 
production will become more 
constant and will produce more 
efficiently. In the long run, this 
will bring down the price for 
the community. 

For Arubus this will mean 
more efficient busses. The cost 
of fuel will drop drastically, as 
well as the cost for mainte¬ 
nance. And, overall this will 
contribute to a cleaner environ¬ 
ment in keeping with our vi¬ 
sion. 

The E-Bosco company has 
indicated that they will have 
one of their busses here on 
Aruba during the Europe Meets 
the Americas conference for 
display purposes. Arubus is 
also evaluating the need to get 
offers from American compa¬ 
nies. However, one thing is cer¬ 
tain; Aruba will have electric 
busses in our lineup of public 
transportation for this year.

Dutch Caribbean Coast 


Guard deters illegal 
fishing near Saba 



On Sunday, the maritime pa¬ 
trol aircraft Dash-8 of the 
Dutch Caribbean Coast Guard 
operating in the St. Maarten 
area, spotted a Venezuelan 
fishing vessel near Saba. Inter¬ 
national law however prevents 
fishing in this protected ma¬ 
ritime nature reserve called the 
Saba Bank. 

The Dash-8 identified se¬ 
veral fishing lines in the water 
however and numerous sharks 
already caught, lying on deck. 
The Coast Guard operations 
center sent the patrol ship 
HNLMS Friesland to intercept. 
The Friesland carrying an em¬ 
barked Coast Guard boarding 
team caught up with the fish¬ 


ing vessel at sea and boarded 
the fisherman using its inter¬ 
ceptor ‘FRISC’. The boarding 
team ascertained the fisherman 
did not have the required per¬ 
mits and contacted the Public 
Prosecutor for Bonaire, Saba 
and St. Eustatius for delibera¬ 
tion. The Prosecutor decided to 
fine the Venezuelan fisherman 
for 1500 USD and ordered the 
Coast Guard to confiscate the 
fishing lines and catch. 

The Dutch Caribbean Coast 
Guard is responsible for all 
maritime law enforcement in 
the Dutch Caribbean. The 
Coast Guard can be reached

TNO and University of Aruba launch national study on Energy 
Efficiency in Aruban Households 



ORANJESTAD - The 
Caribbean Branch Office 
TNO (CBOT) and the 
University of Aruba (UA) 
announced this week that 
they will be launching a 
national study on Energy 
Efficiency in Aruban 
Households. The study 
will be conducted in the 
months of March and 
April of this year, and in¬ 
cludes surveys with over 
2000 households across 
different communities and 
within all the districts of 
the island. 

The sustainable energy 
transition Aruba is embarking 
on is not just a technological 
challenge, but also an eco¬ 
nomic, and moreover, a soci¬ 
etal change. The purpose of 
this study is to gain in-depth 
understanding of consumers’ 
attitudes and behaviors con¬ 
cerning energy efficiency 
adoption and usage in Aruban 
households. The study, enti¬ 
tled “Community Household 
Attitudes and Behaviors to 
Energy Efficiency Adop¬ 
tion”, aims to provide a base¬ 
line to inform policies for 
energy efficiency within the 
community as a whole. From 
a more scientific level, the re¬ 
search project also aims to 
develop and validate a sys¬ 
temic model of energy effi¬ 
ciency for small island 
economies. CBOT’s role in 
this effort is to be an advisor 
whereas the University of 
Aruba will be responsible for 
executing the study. 

The study will be embed¬ 
ded with an existing frame¬ 
work at the ‘Green’ Faculty 
of Tourism Management and 
International Business Stud¬ 
ies, under the direct supervi¬ 
sion of Prof. Dr. Ryan R. 
Peterson. With the establish¬ 
ment of the research chair 
held by Prof. Dr. Ryan R. Pe¬

terson, and the subsequent 
UN commissioned research 
program on ‘Sustainable Is¬ 
lands’, sustainable island de¬ 
velopment, involving ele¬ 
ments of society, technology, 


economy, environment, and 
policy, has become a central 
theme in education, research, 
and community services at 
the University of Aruba. 

Equipped with a standar¬ 
dized questionnaire several 


teams of students will be 
entering the community to 
collect data by means of 
interviews. The interviews 
will last approximately 30 
minutes, and reflect ques¬ 
tions about how energy is 
currently used in the 
household; what energy 
efficient applications are 
being considered and 
being used; what the ben¬ 
efits of these are, and why 
efficient applications, such 
as energy-saving lamps, 
inverter airco’s, solar pan¬ 
els, etc. are adopted. 
CBOT and the University 
of Aruba would like to take 
this opportunity to invite the 
community of Aruba to parti¬ 
cipate actively in this national 
effort.

Venezuela opposition TV 
channel says accepts 
buyout offer 


CARACAS - Venezuelan op¬ 
position TV channel Globovi- 
sion said yesterday it had 
accepted a buyout offer, call¬ 
ing its operations financially 
and politically unfeasible after 
rows with the government and 
high inflation. 

The sale of Globovision, 
the only openly anti-govern¬ 
ment media channel, will 
occur after an April presiden¬ 
tial election. Terms of the deal 
were not disclosed. 

Globovision's maj ority 
owner, Guillermo Zuloaga, 
said the group buying the 
channel was led by Juan 
Domingo Cordero, who runs 
an insurance company and is a 
former head of the local stock 
exchange. 

"We are economically invi- 
able, because our revenues no 
longer cover our cash needs," 
Zuloaga said in a statement. 

"We are politically unfeasi¬ 
ble, because we are in a totally 
polarized country and against 
a powerful government that 
wants to see us fail." 

Zuloaga said the company 
was suffering from a revenue 
shortfall, rising prices, and 
costly efforts to try to help the 
opposition win last year's pre¬ 
sidential election. 


Zuloaga added that there 
were also doubts about 
whether it could get its conces¬ 
sion renewed after legal tan¬ 
gles with the government. 

Globovision clashed fre¬ 
quently with Chavez’s govern¬ 
ment. The station’s owners, 
Guillermo Zuloaga and Nelson 
Mezerhane in 2010 sought 
asylum in the U.S. after saying 
they would be subject to dis¬ 
crimination if they returned. 
Zuloaga was charged by au¬ 
thorities with hoarding vehi¬ 
cles at one of his homes in 
Caracas. 

Globovision in 2011 was 
fined $2.2 million for its cov¬ 
erage of prison riots. The chan¬ 
nel exaggerated the riots by 
only broadcasting the opinions 
of mothers and wives outside 
the prison who feared their rel¬ 
atives were being massacred 
by the National Guard, the 
telecommunications regulator 
said. Globovision denied the 
charges. 

Castillo said the channel 
will continue with its editorial 
line until after the elections. 

Zuloaga added that there 
were also doubts about 
whether it could get its conces¬ 
sion renewed after legal tan¬ 
gles with the government.

Britain tells Argentina to respect 
Falklands vote 


Image of Ahmadinejad 
consoling Chavez’s mother 
angers Iranian clerics 



LONDON (AFP) - British 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron yesterday urged Ar¬ 
gentina to respect the wishes of 
the Falkland Islanders after 
they voted overwhelmingly in 
a referendum to remain a 
British territory. 

A near unanimous 99.8 per¬ 
cent of the 1,672 eligible vo¬ 
ters in the disputed South 
Atlantic archipelago voted 
"yes", according to official re¬ 
sults, with a 92 percent 
turnout. 

Only three of the 1,517 
valid ballots were cast against 
staying an internally self-go¬ 
verning British territory. 

The islanders organised the 
vote in response to increa¬ 
singly bellicose sovereignty 
demands by Argentine Presi¬ 
dent Cristina Kirchner. 

Her government dismissed 
the referendum as meaningless 
and said it would not affect its 
claims on the Falklands, which 
it failed to seize back from 
Britain in a brief but bloody 
war in 1982. 

The announcement of the 
result overnight Monday 
sparked jubilation in the is¬ 
lands' tiny capital Stanley, and 
Cameron said he was "over the 
moon" at the outcome. 


"The Falkland Islanders 
couldn't have spoken more 
clearly. They want to remain 
British and that view should be 
respected by everybody, in¬ 
cluding by Argentina," he said. 

Cameron, who later tele¬ 
phoned the chairman of the is¬ 
lands' legislative assembly to 
congratulate him on the result, 
also warned against any mili¬ 
tary action by Argentina. 

"People should know we 
will always be there to defend 
them," he said. 

Barry Elsby, a member of 
the legislative assembly, told 
AFP from Stanley as the num¬ 
bers came in that the result 
"sends a message around the 
world." 

"There are hundreds of peo¬ 
ple outside the cathedral, cele¬ 
brating, singing and waving 
flags." 

International observers 
from Canada, Chile, Mexico, 
New Zealand, Paraguay, the 
United States and Uruguay 
monitored the referendum on 
Sunday and Monday and de¬ 
clared it "free and fair". 

Argentina however insisted 
that the vote in the islands it 
calls "Las Malvinas" was 
meaningless. 

Alicia Castro, Argentina's 


ambassador to London, said it 
was a "ploy" to detract from 
the "weakness" of Britain's 
claims. 

"It's a very predictable re¬ 
sult, because the current inha¬ 
bitants of the Malvinas are 
British. But the territory in 
which they live is not," she 
said. 

She earlier dismissed the 
vote as "a manoeuvre with no 
legal value, which has neither 
been convened nor supervised 
by the United Nations." 

Kirchner was not expected 
to comment on the result, an 
Argentine foreign ministry 
source told AFP. 

Falklanders hope the refe¬ 
rendum result will arm them 
with an unambiguous message 
to take to other capitals when 
pressing their case for accept¬ 
ance on the international stage. 

The United States, for ex¬ 
ample, has studiously avoided 
taking sides on the issue de¬ 
spite its close ties with Britain. 

But international reaction to 
the vote was almost non-exis¬ 
tent. 

The referendum had 
sparked huge enthusiasm 
among the Falkland Islands' 
2,563 permanent residents. 


Iranian president Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad is under fire 
from the country's clerics over 
a photo of him consoling the 
mother of Hugo Chavez at the 
late Venezuelan leader's fu¬ 
neral—physical contact that's 
considered a sin under Iran's 
strict Islamic codes.

QUITO (AFP) - The body of 
"Lonesome George," a giant 
Galapagos tortoise once be¬ 
lieved to be the last of its kind, 
has been sent to New York to 
be embalmed and then re¬ 
turned home, the Galapagos 
National Park said yesterday. 

A rare Pinta Island giant 
tortoise, George died June 24, 
2012 at an estimated 100 years 
of age. 

At the time, he was be¬ 
lieved to be the last of the Pinta 
Island tortoises, but scientists 
have since found at least 17 



other Galapagos tortoises with 
similar genetic traits to 
George, raising hopes for kee¬ 
ping the endangered species 
going. 

His remains were flown 
Monday night to New York 
where the Museum of Natural 
History will preserve him with 
a taxidermic procedure that 
will take eight to nine months 
to complete. 

The body will then be re¬ 
turned to the Galapagos and 
put on display at a museum in 
the location where he was first 
discovered in 1971. 

Giant tortoises have life 
spans of up to 180 years, grow¬ 
ing to 1.8 meters (five feet nine 
inches) long and nearly 400 
kilograms (880 pounds) in 
weight. 

British naturalist Charles 
Darwin, who visited the Gala¬ 
pagos in 1835, looked to its 
tortoises as he developed his 
theory of natural selection. 

The islands, which are 
1,000 kilometers (600 miles) 
off Ecuador's Pacific coast, are 
famed for the large number of 
species that have developed 
there in isolation. 


LONDON (AFP) - Britain’s 
Queen Elizabeth II will miss 
two more events this week 
despite making a good recov¬ 
ery from an illness that saw 
her hospitalised last week, 
Buckingham Palace said yes¬ 
terday. 

The 86-year-old was unable 
to attend the Commonwealth 
Day service in London's West¬ 
minster Abbey on Monday as 
she was still suffering symp¬ 
toms of gastroenteritis.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
group pressing for more open 
government yesterday flouted 
a military ban to release a se¬ 
cretly-recorded audio of testi¬ 
mony by US Army private 
Bradley Manning, accused of 
leaking war files. 

It marks the first time 
since Manning was arrested 
in May 2010 that the world 
has heard his voice as he 
awaits trial for giving classi¬ 
fied material on the Iraq and 
Afghanistan wars to the Wik¬ 
iLeaks whistle-blower web¬ 
site. 

Reporters covering a series 
of pre-trial hearings being 
held at a military tribunal at 
Fort Meade in Maryland have 
been explicitly barred from 
making any video or audio 
recordings or from taking 
photographs of Manning. 

"We hope this recording 
will shed light on one of the 
most secret court trials in re¬ 
cent history," the Freedom of 



ences," Buckingham Palace 
said in a statement.

Press Foundation (FPF) said 
in a statement, as it published 
the audio-file on its website. 

"We wish to make sure 
that the voice of this genera¬ 
tion's most prolific whistle¬ 
blower can be heard — 
literally — by the world."

Secret tape of US private in WikiLeaks 
case released 
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New drug said to reduce 
heart damage during 
surgery 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
single dose of an experimental 
anti-inflammatory treatment 
reduces heart muscle damage 
during an angioplasty opera¬ 
tion to open blocked arteries, a 
study found. 

The antibody inclacumab, 
developed by Swiss lab Hoff- 
mann-La Roche, significantly 
reduced levels of the standard 
molecular markers troponin I 
and CK-MB in patients, com¬ 
pared to those who took a 
placebo in a clinical trial. 

Patients who received the 
inclacumab dose saw troponin 
I levels drop 22.4 percent 
more after 16 hours and 24.4 
percent after more at 24 hours 
(p=0.05), compared with pa¬ 
tients on a placebo. 

CK-MB levels dropped 
16.3 percent more after 16 
hours and 17.4 percent more at 
24 hours, compared with pa¬ 
tients on placebo. 

The phase II trial examined 
530 patients with a median age 
of 61 experiencing a type of 
heart attack called non-ST-el- 
evation myocardial infarction 
or NSTEMI. 

Patients were randomized 
to receive an infusion of in¬ 
clacumab of 20 milligrams per 
kilogram, five milligrams per 
kilogram or a placebo one 
hour before angioplasty. 


The researchers also found 
that 24 hours after angioplasty, 
18.3 percent of patients on the 
placebo had CK-MB increases 
more than three times the 
upper limit of normal. 

Many clinical trials define 
that threshold as the onset of a 
post-angioplasty heart attack. 

But only 8.9 percent of pa¬ 
tients who received the higher 
dose of inclacumab experi¬ 
enced those same CK-MB in¬ 
creases. 

"If we’re able to confirm 
these results in potential future 
studies, this drug could be¬ 
come part of the therapeutic 
armamentarium in modern 
cardiology,” Tardif said in a 
statement. 

’’You could use this drug 
more widely, in all patients 
coming in with heart attacks, 
although that would require 
additional large studies.” 

More than a million coro¬ 
nary angioplasty procedures 
are performed in the United 
States each year, costing more 
than $10 billion. 

Angioplasty can damage 
heart tissue, which can trigger 
a need for more procedures, 
poor outcomes and higher 
health care costs . 

During angioplasty, sur¬ 
geons insert a balloon catheter 
to mechanically widen nar¬ 
rowed or obstructed arteries. 


French panel 
against 'sex 
assistants' 
for disabled 

PARIS (AFP) - An ethics panel 
in France on Tuesday opposed 
the use of so-called sexual as¬ 
sistants for the disabled, an 
issue sparked by a true-to-life 
film recounting the experiences 
of a handicapped man. 

The National Consultative 
Ethics Committee (CCNE), 
which advises the government 
on health issues, said it saw too 
great a risk of abuse to back 
"professional” use of sex 
helpers. 

Several associations are lob¬ 
bying for law changes so that 
people can legally offer sexual 
services for the handicapped, 
and even to have these services 
reimbursed by the welfare state. 

Their campaign has been in¬ 
spired by experiences in Ger¬ 
many, Denmark, the 
Netherlands and Switzerland, 
and by a Hollywood film, "The 
Sessions,” which portrays the 
sexual awakening of a 38-year- 
old paralysed man and his rela¬ 
tionship with his sex therapist. 

It recommended that carers 
be trained in the sexual needs 
and dignity of the disabled. 

"This training must have a 
technical aspect, for example 
facilitating physical relation¬ 
ships between handicapped 
people or access to mechanical 
means of sexual satisfaction,” 
the panel said.

Interpol deal with drug 
firms to fight fake 
medicines 


LYON (AFP) - Interpol on 
Tuesday announced a deal 
with the world’s top pharma¬ 
ceutical companies to fight 
fake drugs which threaten the 
health of millions, especially 
in poor countries. 

Twenty-nine leading com¬ 
panies have pledged 4.5 mil¬ 
lion euros ($5.9 million) over 
three years to improve the 
fight against the counterfeit in¬ 
dustry, boost public awareness 
and crack down on illegal 
manufacturers. 

"With no country, no drug, 
no medical product immune 
from counterfeiting, a global 
effort is needed to combat this 
threat which puts the lives of 
millions of people at risk every 
single day,” said Interpol Sec¬ 
retary General Ronald K. 
Noble. 

Others highlighted the po¬ 


tentially deadly hazards of 
fake medicines. 

"In the case of drug counter¬ 
feiting, it can mean the differ¬ 
ence between life and death for 
a patient,” said Christopher 
Viehbacher, the head of French 
drug firm Sanofi. 

According to the World 
Health Organisation more than 
50 percent of medicines 
bought online have been found 
to be fake. 

Counterfeit cough syrup and 
other medicines laced with di¬ 
ethylene glycol have caused 
eight mass poisonings around 
the world including in 2006 in 
Panama where more than 100 
people died, many of them chil¬ 
dren, an Interpol statement said. 

In 2012, some 109 heart pa¬ 
tients in Pakistan died after 
taking fake medicine, it added.

Scientists used iPhone to 
diagnose intestinal worms 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - Sci¬ 
entists used an iPhone and a 
camera lens to diagnose intes¬ 
tinal worms in rural Tanzania, 
a breakthrough that could help 
doctors treat patients infected 
with the parasites. 

Research published by the 
American Journal of Tropical 
Medicine and Hygiene 
showed that it is possible to 
fashion a low-cost field micro¬ 
scope using an iPhone, dou¬ 
ble-sided tape, a flashlight, 
ordinary laboratory slides and 
an $8 cameral lens. 

The researchers used their 
cobbled-together microscope 
to successfully determine the 
presence of eggs from hook¬ 
worm and other parasites in 
the stool of infected children. 

Intestinal worms infect two 
billion people around the 
world, mainly children, some¬ 
times causing malnutrition. 
The malady can be difficult to 
diagnose, in part because of 
the high cost of a conventional 
microscope, which is priced at 
around $200. 

Scientists used the cell 
phone microscopes to evaluate 
some 200 stool samples from 
rural children infected with in¬ 


testinal worms, and compared 
the results against findings ob¬ 
tained using a conventional 
microscope. 

They found overall that the 
iPhone microscope was able to 
detect the presence of eggs de¬ 
posited by worms in about 70 
percent of the infected samples. 

Although not as sensitive as 
the conventional device, the 
iPhone microscope can be 
made much more sensitive 
with refinements, Bogoch said. 

The researchers also 
pointed out that almost all 
medical staff already possess a 
cell phone, so the cost for a 
microscope cobbled together 
using the iPhone is deemed 
negligible compared to the 
cost for a conventional one. 

Intestinal worms such as 
hookworms and roundworms, 
also known as soil-transmitted 
helminths, are particularly 
problematic in young children, 
hindering their physical and 
mental development by caus¬ 
ing chronic anemia and malnu¬ 
trition. 

If quickly diagnosed, how¬ 
ever, the negative health im¬ 
pact of the parasites can be 
greatly reduced. 


PARIS (AFP) - France's telecommunications monitor 
Arcep said Tuesday it had asked prosecutors to launch 
a probe into Microsoft subsidiary Skype for failing to 
register as a telecommunications firm despite several 
reminders. Under French law, a telecommunications op¬ 
erator does not need administrative authorisation but 
only has to make a "prior declaration," Arcep said. How¬ 
ever failure to comply with the law is a criminal offence. 
Arcep said it had asked Skype to declare itself "an elec¬ 
tronic communications operator" but it had failed to do 
so. An Arcep statement said Skype should register as a 
telecommunications service as it provided "French In¬ 
ternet users with services that allow them to make 
phone calls to or from a device connected to the Inter¬ 
net... in France or elsewhere in the world." As a regular 
telecoms service provider, Skype would have to under¬ 
take certain obligations, including routing emergency 
calls and allow legal wire-tapping. The latest move 
comes at a bad time for Microsoft. The European Union 
fined Microsoft 561 million euros ($730 million) earlier 
this month for failing to provide customers with a choice 
of Internet browser, as promised. 
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Late-winter snowstorm batters 
northwestern Europe 



PARIS (AFP) - A heavy late- 
winter snowstorm battered 
northwestern Europe on Tues¬ 
day, causing widespread 
travel chaos with the cancella¬ 
tion of hundreds of flights, 
suspension of train services 
and huge traffic jams. 

The unseasonable snowfall 

— coming only eight days be¬ 
fore the official start of spring 

— also knocked out power to 
thousands of people in France 
and left hundreds of motorists 
stranded in their cars. 

France was worst affected 
but Germany, Britain, Bel¬ 
gium and the Netherlands also 
reported major disruptions. 

Frankfurt Airport, Europe's 
third-busiest hub, had only one 
runway open for takeoffs on 
Tuesday afternoon, after being 
briefly forced to completely 
close due to the heavy snow. 

An airport spokesman said 
335 flights had been cancelled 
out of a scheduled daily total 
of 1,250. 


The Eurostar train between 
London and Paris, the Thalys 
line between Paris and Brus¬ 
sels and all other high-speed 
train lines in northern France 
were suspended until at least 
Wednesday. 

Nearly a third of France's 
regions were on alert and the 
government activated a min¬ 
isterial crisis group. 

Weather service Meteo 
France described the snowfall 
as "remarkable for the sea¬ 
son" and warned that alerts 
would probably remain in 


place until at least Wednesday. 

More than 2,000 people 
were stranded in their cars 
overnight as heavy snow 
paralysed roads in Normandy 
and Brittany, with many 
spending the night in emer¬ 
gency shelters. 

About 80,000 homes in the 
north and northwest of France 
were without power, follow¬ 
ing snowfalls of up to 30 cen¬ 
timetres (12 inches) and winds 
creating metre-high snow¬ 
drifts. Schools in some north¬ 
ern regions were closed.

White House: Republican budget 
’doesn’t add up* 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House warned Tuesday 
that a new Republican budget 
plan did not add up, would 
hike taxes on the middle class 
or fail to cut the deficit and 
would be sure to hurt health¬ 
care for the elderly. 

The Republican blueprint 
was unveiled as both sides 
make opening gambits in a 
new budget showdown which 
will be highlighted as Obama 
mounts a charm offensive with 
visits to Democratic and Re¬ 
publican lawmakers this week. 

"While the House Republi¬ 
can budget aims to reduce the 
deficit, the math just doesn't 
add up," President Barack 
Obama's spokesman Jay Car¬ 
ney said. 

"By choosing to give the 
wealthiest Americans a new 
tax cut, this budget as written 
will either fail to achieve any 
meaningful deficit reduction, 
raise taxes on middle class 
families by more than $2,000 - 
- or both." 

Carney said in a statement 
that the budget, framed by 
powerful Republican con¬ 
gressman Paul Ryan, would 
not close tax loopholes for the 
wealthy but make deep cuts to 
education and research. 

He also said that the Repub¬ 
lican approach would turn 
Medicare, the popular health 
insurance program for the eld¬ 
erly, into a voucher system — 
an approach Democrats say 
would lead to benefits falling 
way behind healthcare costs. 

Ryan, the Republican party's 
2012 vice-presidential candi-

date, said his budget would al¬ 
leviate the "crushing burden" 
of debt that is threatening 
America's future and would 
cut $4.6 trillion in spending. 

It contains no new tax rev¬ 
enue and demands massive 
spending cuts, as well as major 
changes to cherished social 
programs like Medicare and 
Medicaid, in a bid to balance 
the budget within a decade. 

Ryan on Tuesday described 
his plan as an "invitation to the 
president of the United States 
and to Senate Democrats, to 


come together to fix these 
problems." 

Carney's comments, while 
excoriating the Ryan plan, also 
held out the chance for coop¬ 
eration between Republicans 
and Democrats, while restating 
Obama's bottom line that more 
revenues as well as spending 
cuts are necessary.

Android gains as small tablet sales 
soar 

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - Small tablet computers are 
marketplace hits, with economically-priced devices pow¬ 
ered by Google's Android software taking share from 
Apple iPads, according to International Data Corpora¬ 
tion. nternational Data Corporation on Tuesday in¬ 
creased its tablet market forecast for this year to 190.9 
million and said that it expected the figure to be closer 
to 350 million by the end of the year 2017. Android-pow¬ 
ered tablets expanded their share of the market "no¬ 
tably" last year and that trend is expected to continue, 
according to IDC. IDC predicted that the Android share 
of the market would rise to 48.8 percent this year while 
sales of iPads would slip five percent to 46 percent. 
Tablets running on Microsoft Windows software were ex¬ 
pected to make slow gains in the market, growing from 
a one percent share last year to 7.4 percent in the year 
2017, according to IDC. The growing popularity of low- 
cost tablets is damaging prospects for sales of dedi¬ 
cated e-readers, with sales expected to grow only 
modestly over the next two years before going into per¬ 
manent decline, according to IDC.

CARACAS (AFP) - Venezuela 
will continue to supply oil to 
the United States, despite the 
tit-for-tat expulsions of diplo¬ 
mats by Caracas and Washing¬ 
ton, the country's oil minister 
said in an interview published 
Tuesday. 

The United States is biggest 
oil customer for Venezuela, 
which supplies about 10 per¬ 
cent of the oil consumed by its 
neighbor to the north. 

But the two countries have 
long had frosty relations, and 
have not had ambassadors in 
their respective capitals since 
2010. 

"The only thing we would 


say to the Americans is, they'd 
better not interfere in our af¬ 
fairs," the minister warned 
Tuesday. 

Ramirez added that 

Venezuela's vital energy sector 
remains "stable" despite the 
death last week of President 
Hugo Chavez. 

Venezuela has the world's 
largest proven oil reserves, ac¬ 
cording to OPEC. 

The government says 
Venezuela produces three mil¬ 
lion barrels of oil per day, al¬ 
though OPEC says the figure is 
2.3 million. Oil production ac¬ 
counts for 90 percent of the 
country's hard-currency revenue. 


Google fined $7 million 
over hotspot data grab 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Google 
agreed to pay a $7 million fine 
in the United States for stealth¬ 
ily collecting data from private 
Wi-Fi hotspots in a mapping 
service slip that irked an array 
of countries. 

In a legal settlement with at¬ 
torneys general in 38 states, the 
Internet giant also agreed to 
ramp up employee training 
about data privacy and back a 
nationwide campaign to teach 
people about securing wireless 
networks. 

Word that vehicles snapping 
panoramic photos in neighbor¬ 
hoods for Street View images in 
Google's online maps were 
grabbing data from unsecured 
hotspots triggered investiga¬ 
tions in at least a dozen coun¬ 
tries, according to the 
Electronic Privacy Information 
Center (EPIC). 

At least nine countries have 
found Google violated local 
laws, said EPIC. 


In the settlement announced 
on Tuesday, Google again 
promised that email, pass¬ 
words, web histories and other 
data captured by Street View 
vehicles in the United States 
between 2008 and 2010 will be 
destroyed. 

Nonprofit group Consumer 
Watchdog dismissed the fine 
and conditions in the agreement 
as insignificant for the multi- 
billion-dollar company. 

"The $7 million penalty is 
pocket change for Google," said 
Consumer Watchdog privacy 
project director John Simpson. 
"Asking Google to educate con¬ 
sumers about privacy is like 
asking the fox to teach the 
chickens how to ensure the se¬ 
curity of their coop." 

Street View, which was 
launched in 2006, lets users 
view panoramic street scenes on 
Google Maps and take a virtual 
"walk" through cities such as 
New York, Paris or Hong Kong.

Cardinals begin papal election with 
inconclusive vote 



VATICAN CITY (AFP) - Car¬ 
dinals held a first inconclusive 
vote in the Sistine Chapel on 
Tuesday as they began the 
process of electing a successor 
to Benedict XVI, with tens of 
thousands of people packed 
into St Peter’s Square to watch 
the time-honoured tradition. 

The crowd cheered as black 


smoke billowed into the night 
air above the Vatican from a 
thin copper chimney on the 
chapel’s roof, indicating that 
no pope had been elected. 

The eyes of the world will 
be fixed on the chimney in the 
coming days for the smoke 
signals sent out twice daily — 
white smoke will indicate that 


a new leader of the world's 1.2 
billion Catholics has been cho¬ 
sen. 

The 115 cardinals filed past 
Swiss Guards into the chapel 
earlier on Tuesday chanting 
the Latin hymn "Veni Creator 
Spiritus" ("Come Creator 
Spirit") to ask for divine guid¬ 
ance after Benedict's troubled 
eight-year papacy. 

The scarlet-robed "Princes 
of the Church" swore on the 
Bible never to reveal the se¬ 
crets of their deliberations or 
face being cast out of the 
Church, before the chapel's 
heavy wooden doors swung 
shut to indicate the lock-in had 
begun. 

The chapel has been swept 
for bugs and installed with jam¬ 
ming devices to prevent elec¬ 
tronic communications, leaving 
cardinals entirely cut off from 
the outside world behind the 
Vatican's walls until they have 
elected a new pontiff. 

At an extravagant pre-con¬ 
clave mass in St Peter's Basil¬ 
ica the cardinals prayed for 
unity in the Church — a stark 
reminder of the infighting that 
often overshadowed Bene¬ 
dict's eight-year reign.

Messi’s form had been 
questioned by some after 
Barcelona were knocked out 
of the Copa del Rey by Real 
Madrid and looked demor¬ 
alised in going down to Milan 
at the San Siro, but the criti¬ 
cism seemed to spur him on as 
he tore the Italians apart from 
the start. 

He scored at the beginning 
and end of the first half, while 
David Villa hit a special goal 
for himself 10 minutes in the 
second period after a long run 
of bad luck with injury and 
form. 

That put the Catalans ahead 
in the tie for the first time, be¬ 
fore Jordi Alba netted in in¬ 
jury-time to seal a 4-2 
aggregate win and a place in 
Friday’s quarter-final draw. 

On a personal level, Messi's 
brace saw him reach yet an¬ 
other landmark in an incredi¬ 
ble career. 

He now has 58 Champions 
League goals, two more than 
Ruud van Nistelrooy, and his 
target now is Raul's all-time 
best of 71.

TOKYO (AFP) - Captain

TOKYO (AFP) - The World Boxing Association (WBA) 
super featherweight champion Takashi Uchiyama and 
super flyweight champion Kohei Kono will defend their 
titles in May, their gym said on Monday. The two bouts 
will take place in Tokyo on May 6. It will be Uchiyama's 
seventh defence of the title he wrested from Juan Carlos 
Salgado of Mexico in January 2010. Uchiyama, unbeaten 
at 19 wins, including 16 KOs and one draw, will take on 
lOth-ranked Jaider Parra of Venezuela. Kono will fight 
against interim champion Liborio Solis of Venezuela, 
ranked top in the WBA, in his first defence after a knock¬ 
out victory over then title-holder Tepparith Kokietgym of 
Thailand in December last year. Kono has a record of 21 
wins, including 13 KOs, against three defeats. 


Japan lost to Cuba in their 
last game of round one but 
they have now won three in a 
row to raise hopes of a third 
straight title. The Netherlands 
have reached the final round 
for the first time after upset 
wins over Cuba and South 
Korea.

Xander Bogaerts hit an in¬ 
field single to pull one back for 
the Netherlands for 2-8 in the 
seventh inning, and then Ran¬ 
dolph Oduber added another 
run with a sacrifice fly to the 
right field for 3-8. 

Curt Smith added another 
run while he grounded out to 
the short for 4-8, Kalian Sams 
made it 5-8 by hitting a single 
to the centre and Quintin De 
Cuba cracked another single 
for 6-8. 

But in the bottom of the 
eighth, Chono's single to the

Antonio Spurs won 
the battle of the 
Western Conference 
heavyweights Mon¬ 
day, bouncing back 
from a embarrassing 
30-point loss Friday 
to beat the Okla¬ 
homa City Thunder 
105-93. 

Tiago Splitter 
was one of a half 
dozen Spurs' play¬ 
ers who reached 
double figures in 
Monday's clash be¬ 
tween the two top 
clubs in the West. 

Splitter also grabbed 10 re¬ 
bounds, while Kawhi Leonard 
had 17 and Danny Green had 
16 points for the Spurs, who re¬ 
bounded from Friday's 30-point 
hammering against the Port¬ 
land Trail Blazers, 136-106. 

Tim Duncan finished with 
13 points and eight rebounds, 
Manu Ginobili scored 12 
points and Boris Diaw added 
11 as the Spurs closed out a 
six-game home stand at the 
AT&T Center arena with four 
wins and two losses. 

The National Basketball As¬ 
sociation's leading scorer 
Kevin Durant finished with a 
game-high 26 points and Rus¬ 
sell Westbrook had 25 points, 
six rebounds and a half dozen 
assists for Oklahoma City, who 
had their five-game winning 
streak snapped. 


San Antonio improved to 
49-15 and now have a two

The all-time leading re¬ 
ceiver among tight ends and 
second only to Jerry Rice in 
all-time receptions with 1,242, 
Gonzalez insists he thought his 
mind was made up in the other 
direction and was well on his 
way to a happy post-NFL ca¬ 
reer. But the lure of getting to 
his first Super Bowl seemed 
too close to pass up. 

Last season, Gonzalez had 
one of his most productive in 
recent years hauling in 93 
passes and eight TDs — two 
more TDs coming in the post¬ 
season. The Falcons fell to the 
49ers in the NFC Champi¬ 
onship Game.
